Chinchillas, fab'ulous fur-bearing rodents that arc practically extinct in 
their native Andes Mountains. 


The friendly little animal above is one of a pair recently pur- 
chased by Paul Ralcy, local railway man, from Harold Stephens who 
first brought them to this section two years ago. 


Although expensive to buy Chinchillas cost practically nothing to 
feed and are very easy to raise. In their air-condilioned pens Mr. 
Haley's pair takes life easy, occasionaly nibbling a raisin, nay or a 
peanut. 


The story of the Chinchilla is a 


romantic one that dates back to 
about 900 A. D. with the Chincha 
Indians of the Andes Mountains 
snaring the thick furred rodents 
for their pelts. The 16th Century 
explorers traded with the Indians 
and introduced the furs to Europe 
but they were so rare and 
Cine 


that only royalty 
could 
afford 


them.

1 remember first of all the
